Mition is "caused by tho ganoml habit of 
irOJAthinp; through the mouth. Tho air tnke.ii 
iito the IUIIKS dries tho mouth, tongue, and 
ho uppor portion ot tho throat. Soldiui-s, on 
lie contrary, breatho through their noses, 
milling tho lips closed, so they nntircly os- 
-<xpo n torment which Is not thirst at nil, for 
.hii-st, properly speaking, is n demand by the 
tomiiyh and alimentary system generally 1'or 
lore moisture. To drink for tho purpose oE 
clioving a mouth made dry by boinp; open, 
is Sroquer.tly to overload tho stomach with 
fluids; which aro not needed, and which, con- 
oquantly, aro detrimental to digestion. It is 
peculiarly injurious also, for it washes into 
ho stomach all tho foul solids which, in Lho 
'onn of dust, find their way into tho mouth 
anil throat. 


Persons who aro compelled U> cool and 


moijum their palutos, should first rinse tho 
mouth with a sip or two oE water.

Tho ordy expense incurred in becoming a 
member la the prico of Tho Visitor. 


It is a simple agency to give and receive 


diversion of thought, comfort, and cheer, by 
sending and receiving lottorsnnd other tokens 
of remembrance. Each is at liberty to write 
to anyone on the list, or to ail. 


Some of the members are unable to write, 


nnd some would find tho cxpoase of an ex- 
tonslvo correspondence embarrassing. Writ- 
ing, therefore, is not compulsory.

At this season of the year, when Dsb is 


one of the principal articles of food, it 
may be interesting to state that iu most 
inland streams and lakes, thoro are many 
complaints of dead h'sh being washed on 
shore. It will be remembered that early 
last spring, such was tho case hero, that 
for a conplo of days tho surface of the 
river was covered with dead h'sh lloating 
dawn the stream. It was then supposed 
that the lish had been smothered .in tho 
jake during tho long winter, and scarcely 
auy attention was given to it. Just now 
the beautiful lakes surrounding Madison 
are giving up their d<;sd Dsh, which 
frightened the Journal to say: 
"The 


dead IJsh again yesterday, an cnor- 
mo-.is number being washed up. It wus 
reported 
iv few days ago 
that the 


mortality was decreasing, bntit|now 
seeres that it is increasing instead. Up 
to- tho present time, perch have been 
tbooniyiiah succumbing to the disease 
which is infesting them, with the excep- 
tion of an occasional bullhead, but-the 
trouble is jow spreading, as was evi- | 
denced by the vaiiety of .h'sh found upon 
the beach- yesterday. There wero thou- 
sands of perch to ono fish of any other 
variety, it is true, but whitcfish wero to 
be seen iu great numbers, while many 
rock-bass and a few bullheads made 
their appearance. Thu fish are all bloat- 
ed, and generally the mouth is open, asij 
gasping for air. The odor from tlio dead 
bodies :s plainly perceptablo all along 
tho shore, and is becoming a pronounced 
nuisance. 


Dr. E. A. liirgo, professor of zoology ir. 


tho state university, was interviewed by a 
State Journal representative to-day for 
tho second time iu regard to tho phen- 
omenon, and ho stated that ho had sub- 
jected the fish to a careful microscopic 


j examination aud was unablfl to find any 


fungus growth upon them, or other ex. 
terncl evidence of disease. Ho had ob- 
served, however, that both tho gills and 
the liver wero filled'with blood to an un- 
usual extent, aud it was his opinion, 
though he had hardly evidence enough 
to substantiate it, that tho cause ot tho 
death lay in the blood. He stated fur- 
ther that be had shipped a number of 
tho perch to the Smithsonian institution 
and entertained high hopes that the 
scientists there would be able to venture 
a solution to tho mystery."
